T IS rather surprising to learn that certain great state uni- 
versities have filed suit to recover amusement taxes col- 


lected by the federal government on football tickets. The 
universities contend that football is an essential state function, 
that the government cannot rightfully tax a university for 
performing such a function, and that the amusement tax 
has therefore been wrongly collected. 


Unless we are getting back to the old Roman idea—that 


it i.s the government's job to keep the populace amused—it i.s 
pretty difficult to see just how football can be defended as an 
essential state function, even by the most elastic stretch of 
that term. 


Football is a sport and a spectacle. It is fairly well pro- 


fessionalized, in its essentials, and the universities profit im- 
mensely by it. Few lawyers could take seriously the plea 
that it i.s such an essential part of the educational process 
that it should go untaxed.

In these days of stress and strain, 


rising and falling markets, insecurity 
of employment and speed of living, 
nervous breakdowns are not limited 
to the rich and the prominent. 


Wear and tear are seen among rich 


and poor, prominent arid lowly, alike. 
Neurasthenia, psychasthenia, nervous 
breakdown, or just plain nerves, are 
^een more and more frequently. 


Because of the varied and poorly 


defined character of the symptom*. 
and because some physical inadequacy 
may be at the basis of the nervoui 
disorder, the most complete examina- 
tion possible is frequently necessary 


The average neurasthenic complains 


of feelings of tightness at the back of 
the neck, vague pains in the back, and 
fleeting sensations elsewhere in the 
body. Invariably he feels tired on 
getting up in the morning and by even- 
tide is usually irritablet an extreme. 


In the typical case of nervous break- 


down, a man or woman of average in- 
telligence who frequently has pros- 
pered briefly suddenly finds further 
progress difficult. Th« afflicted 
per- 


son is highstrung and inclined to wor-. 
ry overmuch about little things. 


Sooner or later he begins to worry 


also about his health. Perhaps he tries | 


to get better by laying off for a few 
days or even for a week. Graduall 
he finds that he is irritable, canno 
;.leep well and is unable to concen 
trate successfully on his business, pro 
fessional or domestic problems. Even 
tualiy his foods begin to disagree will 
him, 
he loses his appetite and become 


depressed. 


The victim of such depression is con 


vinced that he has been overworking 
ihat too much responsibility or won 
has been put upon him, and that witi 
it all, bad luck haunts him. 


Furthermore, it becomes apparen 


that he us convinced that people ar> 
"against" him. Thus, he has 
beei 


quarreling rather steadily with hi 
business partners or a.ssociato.s and 
ii 


addition his wife has been naggm 
him and driving him when he gets 
h'/rne. 


Obviously a man in thj>; condition 


is not seriously sick, as 
if he had 


pneumonia, ulcer of the .stomach, an 
inflammation of the gallbladder or a 
tumor of the brain. Yet chronic aj<- 
pendicitis. or any of the conditions 
that have been mentioned may be as- 
sociated with a nervous breakdown. 


Unless there is a complete physical 


as well as interrogatory examination 
of such patients, these more serious 
conditions may be overlooked.

OU would almost think that the ordinary 
adult would get used to Christmas, after 


all these years; would get a little case- 
hardened, so to speak, so that the day would 
lose a little bit of its special, magical ap- 
peal.

Man is perfectible, after all; his 
dreams are not vain, his ideals are not 
unattainable.

Much Cotton to Be 


Used inHighways 


Roper Predicts 10,000,000 


Bales a.Year Might 


Be Consumed 


WASHINGTON. — f/P) - Secretary 


Roper said Wednesday he had receiv- 
ed estimates that 10,000,000 bales of 
cotton a yeaer eventually might be 
used in highway construction. He ex- 
plained that cotton had been used 
successfully in many states to re-en- 
force bituminous-surfaced highways 
and that the estimate came from ex- 
perts outside the government. 


Roper said that officials of the Agri- 


culture Department and Bureau of Air 
Commerce had discussed recently pos- 
sible use of cotton products in con- 
struction of airport runways. 


The Bureau of Air Commerce an- 


nounced .that arrangements were be- 
ing made to donate cotton materials 
to sponsors of airport projects, with a 
limit of $10,000 per project in value of 
material furnished. 


The Agriculture Adjustment Admin- 


istration announced last August that 
an additional $100,000 had been made 
available for continuation of work in 
developing and expanding new uses of 
cotton. Previously 8,500 bales of sur- 
plus cotton had been provided for 
highway experimental work and about 
$7,000 for work toward the develop- 
ment of other new uses. 


Tile Agriculture Department has an- 


nounced that cotton re-enforced high- 
ways will be tested under all kinds of 
traffic conditions. The Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics has sought to de- 
sign a low-cost, high-quality 
fabric 


for the tests. The quantity of cotton 
used to manufacture the materials de- 
veloped by the bureau varies from five 
to eight bales a mile. 


The oldest known experimental "cot- 


ton road" was built in South Carolina 
in 1926. it consists of 200 feet on Route 
2 between Chapin and Prosperity,

John the Baptist Jesus was born in the 
ittle town of Bethlehem of Judea. six 
miles south of Jerusalem. 
Thither 


Wary, the mother of Jesus, and Joseph, 
to whom she was espoused, had gone 
from their home in Nazareth to be en- 
rolled in the census ordered in a 
special decree by Caesar Augustus. "In 
the political condition of the Roman 
Empire, °f which Judea former a part, 
a single whisper of the Emperor was 
sufficiently 
powerful to secure the 


execution of his mandates in the re- 
motest corner of the civilized world," 
Thus this statement is explanation of 
the appearance of Joseph and Mary at 
the time and place appointed at such 
a critical period in Mary's life.

away from the old heathen feast days 
>vhich occurred about the same lime. 
For example1, Mithrotam celebrated on 
that dnt«.n festival to the sun. There 
was ' also 
the 
Roman' festival of 


Salufiialiti, characterized by merri- 
ment ftnd the exchange of gifts, whicfi 
was celebrated for seven days between 
December 17 and 24, The curly Teu- 
tonic tribes celebrated the return of 
the sun at the close of the year in their 
Yule festival; and their descendants, 
in the seventeenth century, RUVC to 
Christmas the fir tree. 


However the feast of the Nativity 


may have been influenced or enriched 
by other religious festivals, it is not 
these added observances which prop- 
erly Interpret the meaning of Christ- 
mas.
